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Valley  County 


Located  in  eastern  Montana,  Valley  County  is  Montana's  27th  most  populous 
with  7,675  residents,  according  to  the  2000  Census. 

Glasgow,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  24th  largest  city  with  a  population  of 
3,253.  According  to  the  Montana  Almanac,  by  authors  Andrea  Merrill  and  Judy 
Jacobson,  the  county  was  established  in  1893  and  named  for  its  location  in  the 
Milk  River  Valley.  The  authors  add  Valley  County  is  one  of  Montana's  largest 
counties  in  terms  of  area. 

The  city  takes  its  name  from  Glasgow,  Scotland.  The  county  is  home  to  the  Fort 
Peck  Dam,  the  world's  largest,  hydraulic-fill  dam.  The  Governor's  Cup  Walleye 
Tournament  is  held  annually  in  July  at  Fort  Peck  Lake.  A  portion  of  the  Fort  Peck 
Indian  Reservation,  Montana's  second  largest  reservation,  is  located  in  the 
county.  Art  enthusiasts  can  enjoy  musicals  and  drama  in  the  historic  Fort  Peck 
Theater  during  summer  weekends. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for  Valley  County 
households  in  1 997  was  $29,58 1 .  The  county  is  5,062. 1  square  miles  in  area;  4,92 1 
square  miles  in  land  area  and  141.1  in  inland  water  area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  According  to  the 
Glasgow  Weather  Service  Office,  the  average  daily  low  in  Glasgow  in  January 
between  1 96 1  and  1 990  was  1 .2  degrees  above  zero.  The  average  daily  high  in  July 
was  84.7  degrees  above.  The  annual  precipitation  during  the  same  period  was 
10.96  inches  and  the  growing  season  was  from  May  6  to  Sept.  27  (last  and  first 
frost). 

According  to  the  Montana  Almanac,  Valley  County  has  some  of  the  coldest 
places  in  Montana:  10  miles  north  of  Opheim  with  an  average  daily  low  in  January 
of  minus  3.3  degrees;  12  miles  southeast  of  Opheim  with  minus  2.9  degrees; 
Glasgow  (airport)  with  1 .2  degress  above  zero  and  four  miles  northwest  of  Lustre 
with  1 .3  degrees  above.
